MR. JACK HECHT: You know, folks, we often say about women 
that our wives are one in a million. Unfortunately we don’t have so many 
good words about the men, at least our wives don’t have that many, and 
weather men don’t have too many good words. I’d like to tell you about 
one fellow who is not quite one in a million, — we don’t have a million 
population here in San Francisco. He is one man who in my opinion has 
probably been the most outstanding man here in San Francisco. I’d like 
you now to meet the Honorable George Christopher, Supervisor of San 
Francisco. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 

MR. GEORGE CHRISTOPHER: Good morning, ladies and gentle- 
men. I know we are a few minutes late. It was really my fault ; I became 
intrigued with the display down stairs. I just couldn’t leave. 

I have always considered myself an amateur collector, and I was try- 
ing to determine the value of some of the small pieces I have at home. 

People not only here, but throughout the country, don’t know what 
the Association is. Many think you come to San Francisco with nets 
in your hands, catching butterflies, and I explain that is not your par- 
ticular avocation. I did explain you do collect rare coins, etc. After 
seeing some of the big prices that are asked for some of the coins down- 
stairs I am not only convinced that you are not only interested in collect- 
ing old coins, but have no aversion to the new coins. 

I want to welcome you here to San Francisco and want to make your 
stay here as pleasant as possible. Please feel free to call on the Mayor’s 
office and city officials to render you any service in any field in our 
command. We want you to leave San Francisco feeling very happy you 
came here and stayed a few days with us. I, personally, have great 
interest in your organization. I feel your organization is not only an 
avocation but an extraordinary avocation, one that brings forth the 
romance of our country and other countries, as well, to the forefront. 
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and compels people to take this kind of interest in the work that you are 
doing because there is a great romantic interest in your work. 

So may I extend a cordial welcome to assure you we are very happy 
to have you present and assure you every facility at our command is 
yours during your stay here, and when you leave San Francisco you 
take with you all good feelings of our citizens of San Francisco. Thank 
you, and welcome to San Francisco. 

CHAIRMAN: Thank you, Mr. Christopher. We appreciate your 
hearty welcome. 

I am sure all of us are having a good time. There is one thing 
that we have already found out and that is, San Francisco truly is a 
city that knows how. Thank you again. Sir. 

At this time I will turn the chair over to Vice President Merrill 
Sheldon. 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON: This is the first word from your 
Vice President. I certainly welcome you. We will now have the Condition 
of the Association Report, from our Honorable President, Mr. Gettys. 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 

The choice of San Francisco for the 1949 meeting of the American 
Numismatic Association was, indeed, happy. The members and the official 
family are genuinely glad to be here. It is a pleasure to be in San Francisco to 
participate in the celebration of the California gold rush, as^ well as to enjoy 
our hobby with the West Coast members of the American Numismatic 
Association. We are delighted to take advantage of your hospitality and of 
your engaging spirit of fraternity. 

San Francisco is a city where each of us is able to find something reffecting 
his own city. No other American city affords us this opportunity. It has 
been aptly said that “San Francisco was never a village, never a town, but 
became a city over night.” We, strangers from other parts of our country, 
heartily agree. 

We last met in San Francisco in 1915, and I am sure all here present feel 
that we should avail ourselves of your hospitable overtures more often. On 
Monday morning, August 30, 1915, there were 12 members m attendance at 
the opening of the business session. The total registration was 14: H. O. 
Grandberg, Fred S. Huddart, Farran Zerbe, I. Leland Steinman, Mr. and Mrs. 
B. Max Mehl, Dr. and Mrs. J. M. Henderson, F. J. Loer, A. Reimers, George C. 
Arnold, Fred Joy, Arthur C. Nygren, and E. H. Adams. From that group 
we have with us today Mr. and Mrs. B. Max Mehl. 

The membership of the ANA in 1915 totaled 513; today the mailing list 
is over 9000. 

We owe much to the grand men and women who started the American 
Numismatic Association, and we thank them for their steadfast faith, fheir 
foresight, and their intense determination to carry on. We need not dwell 
on their success; we have only to look at the present ANA to see for our- 
selves the effectiveness of their achievements. 

California is rich in numismatic history. Gold was first discovered in Cali- 
fornia in 1842 near Los Angeles by Don Francisco. The discovery that excited 
the world, however, was the gold discovered by James W. Marshall in 
January 1848, near the town of Coloma in El Dorado County. From this 
enormous strike our country was launched on its sound financial and pros- 
perous economic basis. The “days of ’49” are vividly recalled by the display 
here of gold pieces, of the “private gold coinage of California, as well as the 
coinage of our neighbors, the Beavers from Oregon, and the Mormons of 
Utah ” Those were truly great times, the years from 1849 to 1855, when 
in order to establish mediums of exchange private gold coins were struck 
as currency. 
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The United States branch mint of San Francisco first went into operation 
on April 3, 1854. It has been in continuous production since. 

The definitive work on California gold — quarters, halves, and dollars - 
was published in 1932 by the late Ed. M. Lee, assisted by his sons, Kenneth 
W. Lee, and Wilber E. Lee. Even of this day Kenneth Lee of Glendale, 
California, is still the foremost authority on these exciting, interesting, his- 
torical pieces. 

It is an outstanding privilege for all of us to be here. The oflScers and 
members of the American Numismatic Association are most grateful to 
the numismatists of the Pacific Coast for their enthusiastic and friendly 
efforts in our behalf. 

In our business sessions of this year we are initiating a new procedure. 
The assembly at the meeting this morning will continue until all necessauy 
business is taken care of, and tomorrow will be left exclusively for our 
educational program. You will note that the Educational Committee has 
arranged a full schedule. On Wednesday morning we shall have the final 
report of the Resolutions Committee, the report of the Election Committee, 
and conclude any other necessary business. 

The work of the Secretary’s office grows steadily. In connection with the 
election of officers about 63,000 items are handled; and with the collection of 
dues it is necessary to process approximately 81,000 items. 

In addition to these duties, there are new applications for membership each 
month, hundreds of other items, bookkeeping transactions, correspondence, 
records — truly a vast amount of work.

It is no news to you that the affairs of the Secretary’s office are most effi- 
ciently administered by Lew Reagan. His is a full-time job, and our Associ- 
ation is most fortunate to have a man of Lew’s character and ability to manage 
our administrative office. 

At the beginning of the year a Library Committee was appointed consist- 
ing of Vernon Sheldon, Chairman, Richard Yeoman, and Harold Klein. The 
purpose of this committee was to streamline and set up the library procedure 
in order that we may get our money’s worth per book loaned. Our Librarian, 
Ted Hammer, has this task well on its way. You all have received the new 
library catalog. By eliminating local club bulletins, sales catalogs, books not 
for loan, we were able to save approximately $700 in printing costs. Other 
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savings in procedure and make-up were made. Now, under Ted Hammer’s able 
management, our library is operating at a savings of about $1,300 per year. 
Additional savings of about $2,600 per year have been made in our magazine. 
The Numismatist, by the elimination of the page of instructions to advertisers, 
changes of address, club directory, and the names of applicants after their 
acceptance to admission to the Association. We now have the same number of 
pages for numismatic articles in a 112-page magazine that formerly took 121 
pages. 

Again this year we furnished articles of a numismatic nature to news- 
papers and magazines. Our coverage has been quite extensive. The stories 
were written by Ted Hammer and comprise 76 in number. This is a worth- 
while project, and if any of you would like a set for your local newspaper, 
please drop a note to Ted and it will be forthcoming. 

In this connection I recommend that a permanent department known as 
“Public Relations” be set up, with definite duties, and under the supervision of 
a member of the Executive Board. 

It is almost impossible to handle the ANA Convention, with its expanded 
auction and program catalog, without great financial loss. Under present 
arrangements the numismatic firm underwriting the convention catalog must 
put out about 13,000 catalogs. This is far too great a load for any inember to 
assume, especially when we realize that bona fide bids will be received from 
only about 12 per cent of the ANA roster. I recommend, therefore, that here- 
after the auction be awarded by the Association to one of our dealer members, 
and that no secret commitments to any person or group be recognized in the 
awarding of the auction. I further suggest that a modest program and auction 
catalog be printed in an amount suflacient to take care of the needs of the 
members in attendance at the convention and of those members writing to the 
cataloger requesting a copy. 

Our Business Manager, Burton Saxton, has kept our advertising section at 
a high level. The ads are attractive and worthwhile to all concerned. 

Again this year National Coin Week was an outstanding success. For the 
first time our hobby was presented by television, thanks to that fine committee 
headed by John Lastutter of the Chicago Coin Club. This year National Coin 
Week received almost universal recognition. The various coin clubs and mem- 
bers all over the country did a fine job. To Abe Kosoff and his committee go 
the thanks of our Association for their work on National Coin Week. 

Special thanks are due to the McCormick-Armstrong Printing Company, 
now in the second year of serving the Association by printing The Numis- 
matist and our other official publications. The quality of work has been superb, 
the schedule completely dependable. The magazine is always in the mails on 
time. You all know that and appreciate it. There is also a spirit of cooperation 
and helpfulness on the part of their employees that has made it a pleasure for 
our Editor and Business Manager to work with them. Our printing costs are 
moderate in comparison with periodicals of a like nature. 

By the way, speaking of printing costs and figures, there seems to be con- 
flicting opinions about the cost of the 1946 and 1949 membership directories, 
and I would like to clarify the records and state the facts. 

The total cost of the 1946 directory was $4,577.21, including approximately 
$2 000 for paper. Ten thousand copies were printed of 208 pages each. The 
cok of printing the 1949 directory was $6,288 for twelve thousand copies, 
which included all materials and work. 

Now two thousand more copies of the 1949 directory were printed, and 
the volume of each was 260 pages, 25 per cent larger than the 1946 directory. 
Therefore, on the basis of the 1946 cost, and without taking into consideration 
the increase in costs of labor and materials since 1946, the cost of the 1949 
directory would have been $6,120, instead of $6,288. 

These are the correct and complete facts and figures and speak for them- 
selves. 
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One brief comment also on the financial report. You will observe from the 
report of our professional auditor that the Association had, at the close of this * 
last fiscal year total cash assets of over $59,000. This is an increase of nearly 
$3,000 over the corresponding amount of the previous year. To this figure 
should be added about $12,000 in property other than cash, in our library, our 
collections, our stock of dies and medals, our office equipment, etc. The total 
assets of the Association are now more than $70,000. The Association has never 
before been in so strong a financial position. 

The past year marks another milestone in the history of numismatics in 
the Unit^ States. For the first time in our history a full-time curator has 
been appointed to take care of our National Coin Collection. 

This collection, housed in the Smithsonian Institution, in our Nation’s 
Capitol, Washington, D. C., has received scant attention during the last cen- 
tury and a half. It is not the largest collection in the world, nor is it by any 
means the best, yet measured by ordinary standards it is a very fine collection. 

As over two million people visit the Smithsonian Institution each year, it is 
safe to say that this collection attracts more attention than any single collec- 
tion in the world. 

Directly after we convened in Boston last summer our editor, Stuart 
Mosher, went to Washington to discuss the position of curator of numismatics i 

which had been offered him by the officials of the Smithsonian Institution. The 
conference ended with Stuart’s staying right on in Washington, and since then 
our National Coin Collection has been undergoing a general overhauling. The 
fact that it needed it is no reflection on those who were in charge of it in the 
past. Under the circumstances they worked wonders. 

The committee on the “Numismatic Textbook” has completed its prelim- ' 

inary work. The complete chapters covering the various subjects have been 
outlined. A list of number one authorities for the writing of the various sub- 
jects under each chapter has been completed.

Congress for a renewal of our charter, this published textbook will be concrete 
evidence that our Association has a good reason for its existence and for a 5

The new cover design for The Numismatist has met with almost universal 
approval. It is unique and distinctly American, having historic as well as 1 

numismatic overtones. The Rev. Edw. M. Catich, Professor of Art at St. I 

Ambrose College, Davenport, Iowa, is the designer of our new cover. Father i 

Catich, a calligrapher, and an authority on the paleography of imperial Rome, ? 

is a member of the ANA and an ardent coin collector. ’ i 


Our membership fee affords us many advantages. In addition to the edu- 
cational and medallic arts program carried on by the Association, we receive a 
membership directory, a library catalog with the privilege of borrowing books 
at any time, and an up-to-date numismatic magazine, whose value increases 
with time. The volumes of The Numismatist are now worth from about $3 to 
$20 each for issues since 1894. The six volumes prior to 1894 are scarce. Some 
of the volumes after 1894 are likewise offered only infrequently to collectors 
and students. 

It has become increasingly difficult to assist, encourage, and aid the coin 
clubs affiliated with the A.N.A. At present they number 175. This task is too 
large and time-consuming for our District Secretaries to assume. Therefore 
I recommend that the District Secretary set-up be transferred to a club- 
representative basis; that from the membership of each club affiliated with the 
A.N.A. a representative be appointed to carry on the work heretofore carried 
on by the District Secretary, with definite duties and responsibilities some of 
which would be — 
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Fostering numismatic displays; 

Speaking to interested groups about our hobby; 

Acting as a public-relations man for the A.N.A.; 

Receiving applications for membership; 

Promoting desirable publicity for the A.N.A. ; 

Organize a local speakers bureau; 

In general, representing the A.N.A. 

That the club representatives be one-year appointments and under the 
supervision of the Second Vice President. That a bulletin be published monthly 
and sent to each club representative, the bulletin to present news, suggestions, 
and ideas for club and A.N.A. improvements and reports of activities of the 
representatives — a regular A.N.A. sales medium. 

It is desired to have the A.N.A. representatives in the corporate clubs so as 
to foster the growth of the Society simultaneously with the bringing of mem- 
bers into the A.N.A. The present lack of such an arrangement is one of our 
weak links. There are many corporate club members not affiliated with the 
A.N.A.; hence all area inquiries coming from outside the clubs could be handed 
to the A.N.A. representative, and through the influence of his office in the club 
and in the A.N.A. all would beneflt. Those states or areas without corporate 
clubs, including our overseas affiliates, would, of course, not be affected by the 
new set-up. The A.N.A. representative, too, would be a medium through 
which to distribute and encourage the use of the library and illustrated slides. 

With this organizational change we would continue to grow and build on 
a firm foundation. Each club would have a better knowledge of A.N.A. affairs 
and the opportunity to participate in them. 

For these reasons I recommend that all of Section IV of Article IV, and 
all of Section IV of Article VI of our By-Laws be changed accordingly. The 
streamlining of our forces will have a vital place in the program for advance- 
ment of the American Numismatic Association. 

The 25- and 50-year membership medals have met with enthusiastic ap- 
proval. The Association in the two years since the program was established has 
presented 50 silver and 10 gold medals. 

There is no reason why the American Numismatic Association should not 
lead in the advancement of all phases of numismatics, especially in the line of 
medallic art. On our membership rolls are the most talented designers and 
engravers available. We have men and women with capacity to create original 
ideas. I recommend that our Association sponsor a medal each year, of a 
design and shape approved by the Medallic Arts Committee; that this medal 
be for sale to the membership and to others interested in the medallic arts. We 
most surely can improve this field of our hobby. 

In addition to the sale of the medals, I recommend that several be struck 
each year with a special reverse for presentation purposes. That this medal be 
presented at each annual convention to the member having the best overall 
exhibit; another for the leading display of paper money; one each for U. S. 
issues, foreign, and ancients, etc. — the various classifications to be fixed by the 
Executive Board. 

In 1952 we shall have an opportunity to celebrate the event of the first 
American coinage of 1652, the now famous Pine Tree Shilling. 

Undoubtedly the American Numismatic Association will want to promote 
the tricentenary celebration of that coin. Therefore, I recommend that the 
Association direct its efforts toward an issue to commemorate the Pine Tree 
shilling* that we request Congress to issue a commemorative quarter (the 
shilling’s worth was approximately a quarter). Inasmuch as there has been 
only one commemorative quarter (Isabella) issued by the United States mint, 
a commemorative 25-cent piece of the Pine Tree shilling of 1652 would be in 
order. 

I earnestly urge the adoption of this recommendation, and that a proper 
committee be appointed, with power to act for the American Numismatic 
Association.

Our genial secretary. Lew Reagan, also visited many of our local organi- 
zations. 


Each member of the Executive Board attended meetings of various clubs. 

I know of no better way of establishing good public relations than the 
visits by members of the A.N.A. official family to local coin clubs. It knits our 
entire organization more closely. In addition to the good will established, we 
received hundreds of new applications for membership in the A.N.A. 

The A.NA., ever mindful of the requirements of the coin collectors of this 
country, is determined that its program for the establishment of a Numismatic 
Agency in Washington will be realized. 

At every annual convention for at least the past 20 years, efforts have 
been made to get such an agency established. We feel that the mint and 
treasury officials should take a realistic view of this problem, study the matter 
objectively with a positive approach. 

It is true that for a short time, upon proper application, one may obtain 
two specimens only of those coins struck at each mint. This is all to the good 
so far as it goes, but it doesn’t go far enough. Hardly without exception coins 
acquired are scratched, heavy with thumbprints, and are thereby made unfit 
as numismatic specimens. Our association represents fine collectors in this 
country, from the beginners to the advanced students, who should have the 
benefit of perfect coins. 


The history of the world is portrayed through and upon coins, medals, and 
paper money. This is true not only of ancient coins with respect to their coun- 
tries; it is likewise emblematic of our coinage. Struggles of our forefathers, 
hardships of the pioneers, feats of our great men and women, cultural accom- 
plishments, all are signified on our paper money and coins. Trips through the 
Smithsonian Institution will point out the many struggles, adventure, romance, 
and development of this country portrayed on the mediums of exchange used 
since America’s discovery. 


The American Numismatic Association represents the numismatists of this 
country. In view of this fact we feel that our mint and treasury ofiScials should 
encourage the hobby of coin collecting. Their encouragement to stamp col- 
lectors has been very beneficial, and in addition, a most profitable enterprise 
for the Treasury Department. Naturally, the establishment of a Numismatic 
Agency in Washington can become just as profitable. We do not ask that this 
agency be set up at no cost to the collectors. We are willing and eager to have 
the necessary expense of running such an agency added to the cost of the coins 
in order that we may procure carefully selected specimens of the various coins 
stiuck from the three mints. Under this plan there will be no extra burden 
Mffit ^ budget of the Treasury Department or on the Director of the 


The more young people that our government and the A.N.A. can get inter- 
ested in collecting coins, and thereby help to keep busy minds purposefully 
occupied, the greater will be this country’s fruits in good citizenship. 

To make relatively easy the acquisition of good specimens of our coins 
will stimulate thrift, as well as add to the enjoyment and pleasure derived 
from the hobby of coin collecting. 

The chairman of the committee for the establishment of a numismatic 
agency in Washington, D. C., is Colonel Jos. Moss, and his fellow workers are 
Captain O. H. Dodson, and Mr. Vernon L. Brown. They have had one con- 
ference with the Director of the Mint and Treasury officials. We feel that 
progress towards the fulfillment of this objective has been made

REPORT OF THE EDITOR 

The American Numismatic Association is fortunate in having among its 
members many students capable of conducting serious research and investiga- 
tion and this has never been better evidenced than by the last 12 issues of 
The Numismatist. In addition to quality, our contributors have afforded 
variety, established series and exploration of new or neglected fields. 

Many of the articles represent the results of years of study without 
thought of reward other than being able to share the acquired knowledge 
with fellow collectors. To those contributors I wish to offer my thanks. I 
also wish to thank those whose articles are on hand but not yet published 
and those who submitted manuscripts which proved unavailable. 

During the last year your editor accepted the position of Acting Curator 
of Numismatics in the National Museum, Smithsonian Institution, Washington, 
D. C. The original U. S. Mint Collection is on exhibit here and affords a splen- 
did opportunity for study and research. The library contains most of the 
standard reference works as well as many rare and long out-of print numis- 
matic books. 

Among the two million visitors who saw the National Coin Collection last 
year were many members of the A.N.A. and their enthusiastic interest is much 
appreciated by members of the staff. No collector visiting Washington should 
miss seeing this remarkable collection and if they can find time to pay us a 
visit it will be much appreciated.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF LIBRARIAN FOR 1948-1949 


The number of loans totaled 778 during the fiscal year ending June 30, an 
increase of 132 over the previous year. At the same time, the number of books 
shipped totaled 1,613 a decline of 22 over the previous year. The increase in 
borrowers is significant and encouraging, indicating increased use of the library. 

There was a tremendous drop in the number of loans of catalogues. This 
was due largely to the fact that they were omitted from the new library list to 
save printing costs. A study of previous reports indicates that in other years 
standard catalogues and similar works accounted for one-third of the loans; the 
past year fewer than 70 such books were loaned. American Numismatic Associ- 
ation oflacers instructed the librarian to reduce the size of the library list. 
Some other works that were seldom borrowed also were omitted, to conserve 
space and thus reduce costs. 

New York led in the number of loans with 215, California was second 
with 141, New Jersey was third with 102, Illinois fourth with 91 and Kansas 
fifth with 84. Pennsylvania was sixth with 70 and Ohio had just one less — 69. 
No books were shipped to Arkansas, Delaware, Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Vermont or Wyoming. 

Queries from non-members totaled 516 and there were 161 queries from 
members exclusive of letters asking for loans. The queries from members were 
about books, book values and general information often requiring considerable 
effort. 

Forty-seven donations were received during the year. These will be listed 
in the annual report for the full convention report, along with other informa- 
tion. 

The librarian took over the additional work in August, 1948, of preparing 
the weekly newspaper article on numismatics, for use in dailies and other 
newspapers and publications in various parts of the country.

REPORT OF THE TEXTBOOK COMMITTEE 

Captain Dodson’s committee had prepared a very complete and detailed 
report on the proposed textbook, in which the scope, contents and style of the 
book were outlined and he read portions of this report. He announced that 
Professor Laurence Lee Howe of the University of Louisville would act as 
Editor of the book and as chairman of the committee and that work had 
progressed to the point where actual preparation of the manuscript could 
begin. Captain Dodson closed his report with the following statement: 

I don’t expect this is something you are going to be reading in six 
months. This is a long term project. We want a textbook that will be 
standard in university of the country for the next fifty years and we 
can’t produce it in a short time. If we can produce a satisfactory manu- 
script in two or three years we will feel we are making progress.

Before we can present the proposition of having the textbook pub- 
lished at cost by the Federal Government, or other institution interested, 
the manuscript must be available for their study. We can continue this 
work and hope eventually to produce a textbook in which each member 
of this association may take pride. 

At this time 
we will hear the first report of the Resolutions Committee, Ralph 
Mitchell, Chairman. 


REPORT OF THE RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE 

We the undersigned members of the Committee on Resolutions of the 58th 
Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association do hereby offer 
the following resolutions for your consideration: 

Be it resolved therefore that: 

1. We express gratitude for the excellence of our official organ, The Numis- 
matist and give due credit to the editor, Stuart Mosher, and the business man- 
ager, Burton H. Saxton, whose combined efforts have made it invaluable to 
collectors. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 1 be adopted. 

2. That we acknowledge the untiring efforts and labor of our librarian, Ted 
Hammer, and his methodical manner of handling records and rentals; and that 
he be instructed to acknowledge, with the thanks of the Association member- 
ship, all donations made to the library during the past fiscal year. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 2 be adopted. 

3. That we express our appreciation for the untiring efforts of our General 
Secretary, Lewis M. Reagan, whose self-effacement has contributed materially 
to a smoothly running organization. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 3 be adopted. 

4. Submitted by the Rochester and Buffalo clubs: 

Article 7, Section 6 (e) reads: “It is the duty of the Resolutions Commit- 
tee to consider all matters referred to it and report thereon, etc.” 

The wording therein contained, does not compel said committee to report 
on everything submitted, although that may have been intended. 

To clarify said section and so that whatever is submitted MUST be re- 
ported out of said committee, the following paragraph is offered in resolution 
form: 

RESOLVED that item (e) in Section 6 in Article 7 of the A.NJ\.. By-Laws 
be changed to read: 

(e) A Resolutions Committee of not .less than five (5) members whose 
duties shall be to consider and report on all matters referred to it, when called 
upon for their report. 

We recommend that this resolution be passed on to the By-Laws Com- 
mittee, whose duty it is to act upon it. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 4 be referred to the By-Laws 
Committee. 

5. Submitted by the Rochester and Buffalo Clubs: 

Resolved that Clubs requesting visits by A.N.A. Officers be required to pay 
expenses incurred and that any uninvited visits made, may not be done at 
A.N.A. expense. 

This resolution is offered to curtail expenditures and thereby help toward 
operating on a balanced budget which has not been accomplished during the 
past two years, although the dues were increased for such purpose. More spe- 
cifically, it is offered because all clubs cannot be visited, although they con- 
tribute to the general fund from which such traveling expenses have been paid. 

After due consideration the unanimous opinion of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee is that Resolution No. 5 be rejected as being contrary to the best in- 
terests of the entire membership of the American Numismatic Association. 
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[It might be pointed out to the members of the Buffalo and Rochester 
Clubs that the cost of ofiBcial visitations is largely personal on the part of the 
visiting official, that cost to the Association is negligible, that many such official 
visits are to new clubs in an effort to assist in the organization of such clubs, 
that these clubs usually have no funds available for assisting with these costs, 
that it is a recognized duty of the Association to assist such clubs when invited 
to do so, and that no club visited, including both Buffalo and Rochester, has 
ever offered to pay any part of the expense of a visiting official except for the 
usual complimentary dinner ticket. The members of the local clubs should 
have and do have a sincere interest in the work of the Association and a visit 
by a national officer gives these members, many of whom are unable to attend 
annual conventions, an opportunity of learning at first hand just what is being 
attempted and accomplished, of discussing problems of mutual interest and of 
finding solutions to these problems. These discussions and a widening personal 
acquaintance with the members helps to make the work of the Association 
more effective and more efficient. This problem was discussed at some length 
at the 1948 convention. The authors of the above resolution might review the 
results of that discussion by reading Resolution No. 5, passed unanimously in 
Boston, and published on page 655 of the 1948 volume of The Numismatist. 

GENERAL SECRETARY 

It was moved and carried that the recommendation of the Committee be 
accepted . . . i.e., the resolution was rejected. 

6. Submitted by the Rochester and Buffalo Clubs: 

The following resolution is offered for adoption so that members who do 
not attend annual conventions, may know in advance of such conventions, all 
proposals that will be submitted, and can thus instruct their proxies accord- 
ingly. 

Resolved that all resolutions to be presented during A.N.A. Conventions, 
must be published in the August issue of The Numismatist. Resolutions not 
thus published for preview, may not be discussed or acted upon. Only excep- 
tions to be permitted, are resolutions of “thank you” or courtesy nature. 

After careful consideration and by unanimous vote of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, we recommend that Resolution No. 6 be rejected for the following 
reasons: 

(a) Proper consideration of resolutions presented to the Committee would 
require a called meeting of the Committee, prior to the convention. This is 
not practicable and would probably be impossible. 

(b) Resolutions published in the August issue would have to be presented 
prior to July 7. 

(c) Most resolutions, except those of a routine nature, are the result of 
recommendations contained in officers’ reports which are not prepared until 
after the close of the fiscal year on June 30 and not in the hands of the 
members until the convention ... or 

(d) Resolutions of an emergency nature which could not be anticipated 
or prepared prior to the convention. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 6 be rejected.

REPORT 

EDWARD T. NEWELL EXTENSION OF NUMISMATIC KNOWLEDGE 

COMMITTEE 

This Committee during the fraternal year of 1948-49 has followed a serious 
continuation in the making of coin and metal impressions to increase the Com- 
mittee’s cabinet of U. S. types and rarities. Completion and release has been 
accomplished with one set. The Colonial Paper and Hard Money Lecture Set 
is now in active circulation. This set of slides must be supplemented with 
another in order to complete the entire Colonial Series. 

Three sets have been completed and released covering all the U. S. Com- 
memorative Types. These are now available on requisition by all corporate 
clubs and district representatives of the American Numismatic Association. 

During the National Coin Week, a quantity of slides were supplied and 
used over the television coaxial cable hook-up. These were broadcast out of 
Chicago over the Camel Hour and proved excellent material for television 
reproduction. This experiment opens an entirely new avenue through which 
to present numismatics as an entertainment feature to the American public. 

It is sincerely hoped that the participants in the 1950 National Coin Week 
will avail themselves of the Association’s Illustration Slides for television 
programs. 

At the moment, your Committee is working on U. S. Historical Medals, 
such as the Panama Pacific and those of the many expositions and events, for 
release during the coming months. 

Our General Secretary has been traveling and meeting with Clubs using a 
pilot set-up of illustration slides and a projector purchased for his use. This 
was arranged so that corporate clubs could view the advantages of using 
illustration slides. 

It is anticipated that with four sets of slides now completed and available 
the next few months will see this increase to eight sets, including the United 
States Historical Series and Type Sets of U. S. coins no longer in circulation. 

The American Numismatic Association is hopeful that all restrictions con- 
cerning the use of impressed illustration slides for educational Numismatics 
will soon be cleared by the proper U. S. Governmental Departments.

He asked me to 
convey to this assemblage his hearty felicitations and warmest greetings, 
particularly to the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society, and present his 
regrets for his inability to attend. 

As most of you know, Mr. Farran Zerbe is handicapped to the 
extent that he cannot conveniently travel, however, he didn’t want the 
opportunity to pass through the medium of my visit to California to 
bring along his warmest regards to the officers and members of the 
A.N.A. and to the officers and members of the Pacific Coast Numismatic 
Society. Thank you. 

It was moved and carried that these remarks be entered into the minutes 
of the convention and that the Association extend to Mr. Zerbe our thanks and 
best wishes. 

The General Secretary read communications of regret from J. Douglas 
Ferguson, LeRoy Kurtzeborn, Joseph Silverman, George H, Blake, Ted Ham- 
mer. He announced that distribution of the Membership Medals would be 
made at the Wednesday session. Members were invited to pick up a copy of 
the Reports of Officers and to sign the official register. It was announced that 
all ballots and proxies must be delivered to the General Secretary by noon on 
Tuesday. Other announcements were made and the meeting recessed at 
11:45 a.m. 


WEDNESDAY SESSION 

The final business meeting of the American Numismatic Association was 
held in the Comstock Room of the Palace Hotel, San Francisco, California, 
Wednesday, August 24, 1949. The President of the Association, Loyd B. Gettys, 
called the meeting to order at 10:00 a.m. and presided. 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: While we are taking a little time I will 
touch on my remarks of yesterday pertaining to the number of pages of 
the Numismatist very briefly. 

For this coming year the number of pages of our magazine will be 
112. The cost of printing a 112-page magazine versus a 128-page maga- 
zine will be approximately a saving of around $4,800 to $5,200. I don’t 
mean to infer that the cost of printing the magazine for the coming year 
will show a saving of forty-eight or fifty- two hundred dollars over this 
year just past, but the cost of printing the magazine, providing our 
materials and labor, cost of materials and labor remain the same, will 
be approximately twenty-eight hundred dollars less this coming year 
than it was last year. 

The reason it won’t be any larger than that is that approximately 
seven months of this past year the magazine consisted of 128 pages. We 
either didn’t think of it in time or at the commencement of our past fiscal 
year our magazine would have been 112 pages regardless of whether or 
not we would have to curtail an article on numismatics until we could 
have made the other saving mentioned, like the elimination of rates to 
advertising, etc. 

I thought I’d give you this little explanation of the cost of the vari- 
ous sizes of the magazine. We have to print it in multiples of sixteen 
pages, I believe. You can’t print one hundred twenty pages, or one 
hundred sixteen. It has to be one hundred twelve or one hundred 
twenty-eight. 
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PRESIDENT GETTYS: At this time we will give out the member- 
ship medals. 

MR. REAGAN : Most of you may recall that at the Buffalo Conven- 
tion it was authorized to strike a m^al in silver and present it to each 
of our members who have completed at least twenty-five years of con- 
tinuous membership and a similar medal in gold, for those completing 
fifty years of membership. 

We have already given out quite a number of these medals for those 
qualified to receive them last year, but it wasn’t possible to do it in a 
public way. A good many of the members who have qualified are not 
present at this convention, but for those who are we would like to pre- 
sent those medals and the others will be sent by mail immediately after 
the convention. 

I am going to read the names of those who are to receive them this 
year, and if you will come forward and receive your certificate then I 
will give you the medal at our mutual convenience. Then I will publish 
as part of the proceedings of this convention a complete list of those who 
have received the medals. 

Incidentally, if you haven’t seen these medals I have a pair of them 
on exhibit in the A.N.A. exhibit case downstairs. The first medal was 
due for presentation a great many years ago, if we had had the medal at 
that time. Michael P. Carey is the first one. Member No. 382.

JUNIOR COIN CLUB COMMITTEE 

Captain Dodson presented the report of the Junior Coin Club Committee, 
following which it was moved and carried that the report be accepted with 
thanks, and the recommendations contained therein were referred to the 
Executive Board. 

1. Purpose: 

The Junior Coin Club Committee was appointed by President Gettys in 
order to establish a definite sustained program which would make available 
to junior collectors the sound advice and encouragement of experienced adult 
numismatists. 

The committee consisted of sixteen adult A.N.A. members located through- 
out the United States and Canada, each assigned a certain geographic area. 
Under adult guidance by committee members and other A.N.A. sponsors efforts 
were made to give Junior collectors satisfactory answers to the following 
basic questions: 

Why have a hobby? 

Why collect coins as a hobby? 

What should I collect first? 

Where do I get the coins? 

If purchased, how much should I pay? 

Why is condition of coins important? 

What should I know about my coins? 

How should I care for and preserve my coins? 

How should I exhibit my coins? 


2. Means: 

Initial progress toward the above goal was accomplished through contact- 
ing teen-age boys and girls who were interested in our hobby. These were 
reached through the Boy Scouts, Principals of High Schools, the YMCA and 
YWCA, the Directors of Young Peoples Church groups, the Metropolitan Boys’ 
Club, the Campfire Girls, the Order of the DeMolay and various local junior 
civic organizations. 

3. Accomplishments: 

The work of the committee resulted in the organization of eleven new 
Junior Coin Clubs. 

In addition the sixteen committee members and other adult A.N.A. spon- 
sors made a total of about one hundred and twenty talks on numismatics 
before various young peoples’ groups. 

4. Recommendations: 

The following recommendations are made for consideration by the Board 
of Overseers. 

(a) That the A.N.A. reduce annual dues for Junior members from $5.00 
to $3.00. 

(b) That the A.N.A. provide one copy of the Numismatist free to each 
newly organized Junior Coin Club for a period of one year after the club is 
formed. 

(c) That one page in each issue of the Numismatist be devoted to Junior 
Coin Club activities. 

5. Conclusion: 

(a) This report should not be concluded without mention of the splendid 
work accomplished by Junior Clubs which have been in existence for several 
years and for which the present committee takes no credit. It is desired par- 
ticularly to mention the Junior Club of San Francisco, functioning since 1934, 
and the Junior Clubs of Rochester, New York and Winnipeg, Canada. 

(b) In one year we did not expect to set the prairies on fire. Rather we 
visualize this program in the nature of a Five-year plan. To be carried for- 
ward the project must receive the energetic backing of future A.N.A. officials 
and of the adult membership. 
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(c) From today’s teen-age boys and girls wiU come the numismatists and 
the A.N.A. members of tomorrow. In this Junior Coin Club work we hope 
to lay a solid foundation for the continuous growth and development of the 
A.NA. But even more important is the guidance given our nation’s most price- 
less asset — our boys and girls — in helping them to enjoy the benefits of the 
most educational and the most cultural of all hobbies.

It was moved and carried that the report be accepted with thanks and 
that the papers be forwarded to the editor. 

REGARDING THE NUMISMATIC TEXTBOOK 

President Gettys addressed the Convention as follows: 

There are two men to whom I am going to express tribute this 
morning. One is Lee Hewitt, of Chicago. About two years ago Lee 
dropped a note suggesting that I inaugurate as one of the A.N. A. projects 
the writing of numismatic articles for the purpose of distribution to the 
various newspapers and periodicals in this country. That was Lee Hew- 
itt’s idea that he gave to me, and we have started on that program and 
we are now furnishing articles to newspapers and magazines of which 
the circulation is well over three and a half million. 
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Likewise, about two years ago I dropped into Burton Saxton’s office 
in Cedar Rapids. We were having a visit about A.N.A. affairs and in this 
conversation it was mentioned that on several occasions we had heard 
the question asked, “What has the A.N.A. ever done?” I asked Burton 
if he had an idea that the A.N.A. could put their teeth into and come up 
with something that would give our members a chance to answer that 
question concretely. Burton Saxton said, “Why not go after a numis- 
matic textbook?” So from his idea you have heard how far it has devel- 
oped from the fine report that Captain Dodson gave to this convention 
yesterday. 

I feel that Burton deserves a great hand of good fellowship for the 
constructive idea that has allowed us to embark upon the numismatic 
textbook idea and I would like to have this convention give an expression 
of recognition to these fine men for two very good suggestions, with 
proper certificate. In the meantime, while you are thinking that over. 
Burton, will you stand up and we will give you a rousing cheer this 
morning. ( Applause ) 

I know you all appreciate very much, particularly Burton Saxton’s 
idea, because it was entirely his and to him goes all of the credit. I 
would entertain a motion, if it is agreeable, to present these two chaps 
with a little certificate of good will and appreciation. 

... A motion was made by Mr. Brown, and seconded by Mr. Mitchell, that 
this action be done. . . . 

. . . The motion was carried. . . . 

MR. SAXTON: Mr. President, this is indeed a little surprise to me. 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: Well, better late than never. 

MR. SAXTON : Mr. President, I think it is not late because the text- 
book isn’t yet on the press, but nevertheless I have been very happy over 
the reception which — first of all — you gave the idea. We discussed it 
and you received it favorably and from that attempt the matter has 
developed, I think certainly and steadily, and I do believe with proper 
cooperation of the A.N.A. and the publishers it does hold splendid possi- 
bilities for the future and a good many recruits can be had to our own 
collecting from tentative readers. I do appreciate your own presentation 
of the matter which comes as a surprise and I am very grateful of the 
interest that has been shown in this planned textbook. 


REGARDING THE PRINTING OF THE NUMISMATIST 

Mr. John J. Pittman, Rochester, New York, requested the floor arid spoke 
as follows: 

“Mr. President, fellow members, this matter that I am going to 
speak upon and about which I will read a letter, has to do with certain 
actions of the A.N.A. in the past. This is a letter of communication from 
the J. W. Stowell Printing Company, of Federalsburg, Maryland. These 
men printed The Numismatist over a great number of years and pres- 
ently they do not print The Numismatist, but they wrote me an open 
letter and asked that I present it to the members of A.N.A. in conven- 
tion and if possible the Board of Governors, Executive Board, and take 
such action as may be deemed advisable. I will read the letter.” 
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A letter from the J. W. Stowell Printing Company was read, the sub- 
stance of which was that this company was prepared to resume the printing of 
The Numismatist and requested consideration of this offer. There was a con- 
siderable amount of discussion of this matter, and reference to other corre- 
spondence, not available at the moment. The President reviewed some of the 
circumstances which led to a change of printers over a year ago, the difficulty 
in obtaining a printer with adequate facilities to properly meet our require- 
ments, and the manner in which our present printer was chosen. 

It was moved and carried that this matter be referred to the Executive 
Board for full investigation. Following this action Vice President Sheldon [and 
President-elect] stated that the new Board would prepare a draft asking for 
bids from several publishers, including the J. W. Stowell Company, and that 
the result of this investigation would be reported to the membership. 


FINAL REPORT OF THE RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE 

7. Submitted by The Rochester Club: 

Resolution suggesting better geographical distribution of members of the 
Board of Governors, offered for adoption by the Buffalo Numismatic Associ- 
ation of Buffalo, New York. 

Whereas, the Federal Charter and Constitution of the American Numis- 
matic Association, in Section Five (5), directs “that the control of such cor- 
poration shall be vested in a board of five (5) governors, to be elected by the 
members of such association, “and 

Whereas, better geographical representation would prevail if governors 
were chosen from designated areas on the basis of one (1) representative for 
approximately 900 members as is illustrated on prepared map, “and 

Whereas, such arrangement would require nine (9) governors instead of 
five (5), 

Therefore, be it resolved that the present Board of five (5) governors be 
requested to take necessary steps to legally effect such change so that it may 
become effective during the 1950 election. 

Members of the Committee feel that this resolution has merit, but because 
this constitutes a change in our National Charter, we recommend the approval 
of this be given by the members present and passed on to the Board of Gov- 
ernors for their further study and action. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 7 be referred to the Board of 
Governors, after it was observed during the discussion that there is little hope 
or possibility of obtaining congressional action on such a matter within the 
next year, and the following comment, shared by many others, by B. Max Mehl : 

“Don’t you think nine directors would be a little too many? I think you 
have a heck of a time getting together now. I don’t think that geography has 
a great deal to do with our association. It is not like Congress where every- 
body wants something for his section of the country. Our men want something 
for the A.N.A. as a whole. I don’t see any use in changing from five to nine. 
I think it would just muddy the water.” 

8. Submitted by The New York Numismatic Club: 

Following resolution was adopted at a meeting of the New York Numis- 
matic Club, July 8, 1949: 

RESOLVED, that the members of The New York Numismatic Club are 
opposed to the spending of funds for excessive travel by officers and board 
members of the American Numismatic Association, and that any sums appro- 
priated for this purpose shall be approved by members of the Association at the 
annual convention. 

Because this is essentially the same matter as that covered in Resolution 5, 
and because under our constitution and by-laws it is the sole prerogative of the 
Executive Board to make appropriations and approve expenditures, the com- 
mittee recommends that it be rejected. 

It was pointed out in the discussion that the authors of the Resolution had 
failed to define the word “excessive,” that there had been but one meeting of 
the officers for which there had been any reimbursement of travel expense and 
then only a partial reimbursement, and one official meeting during the year 
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for the transaction of essential Association business could hardly be called 
excessive.” Furthermore, there is no evidence whatever that there has been 
e^essive travel by officers under any reasonable definition of the term. 
Officers of the Association do give generously of their time and personal funds 
in the execution of their duties but they should not be expected to pay all of 
their travel expense. Such a policy would prevent the acceptance of an 
office by otherwise splendidly qualified members who may be unable to pay 
such expenses. 

It was moved and carried (unanimously) that Resolution 8 be rejected. 

9. Submitted by the New Jersey Numismatic Society. 

Resolution adopted unanimously at the July 12th meeting of the New 
Jersey Numismatic Society. 

RESOLVED that the New Jersey Numismatic Society and its members 
are opposed to the excessive spending of A.N.A. funds by the Officers and Board 
of Governors of that organization, and it is their wish that in the future, such 
expenditures shall be budgeted for approval in advance by the membership 
body. 

Whereas, this is of the identical nature as Resolution 8, your Committee 
recommends the rejection of Resolution 9. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 9 be rejected. 

10. Whereas the Numismatic Textbook Committee has labored diligently and 
accomplished much this last year toward the compilation of the planned text- 
book. 

Be it therefore resolved: 

That we extend our heartfelt thanks to Captain O. H. Dodson and his 
associates for their work and excellent progress as outlined in his splendid 
report, and that each member of that committee be awarded the Association’s 
Medal of Merit. 

The Committee recommends the adoption of Resolution 10. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 10 be adopted. 

11. Whereas, it is almost impossible to handle the A.N.A. Convention, with its 
expanded auction and program catalog, without great financial loss. Under 
present arrangements the numismatic firm underwriting the convention cata- 
log must put out about 13,000 catalogs. This is far too great a load for any 
member to assume, especially when we realize that bona fide bids will be re- 
ceived from only about 12 per cent of the A.N.A. roster. 

Resolved: Therefore, that hereafter the auction be awarded by the Associ- 
ation to one of our dealer members, and that no secret commitments to any 
person or group be recognized in the awarding of the auction. We further 
suggest that a modest program and auction catalog be printed in an amount 
sufficient to take care of the needs of the members in attendance at the con- 
vention and of those members writing to the cataloger requesting a copy. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee, it was moved and carried that 
Resolution 11 be adopted. 

12. Whereas, Among our membership there are the best designers and en- 
gravers available, and. Whereas, our American Numismatic Association should 
lead in the advancement of medallic art. 

Be it therefore resolved: 

That our Association produce a medal each year, of a design and shape 
approved by the Medallic Arts Committee; that this medal be for sale to the 
membership, and to others interested in the medallic arts. 

Your Committee also recommends that in addition to the medals for sale, 
several shall be struck each year with a special reverse for presentation pur- 
poses. This medal to be presented at each annual convention to the member 
having the best overall exhibit; another for the leading display of paper 
money; one each for U. S. issues, foreign, and ancients, etc. The various classi- 
fications to be fixed by the Executive Board. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 12 be adopted. 

13. Whereas, it has become increasingly difficult to assist, encourage, and aid 
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the coin clubs aflBliated with the A.N^. At present they are 175 in number. 
This now is a too-large and time-consuming task for our District Secretaries to 
assume. Therefore, 

Be it resolved: That the District Secretary set-up be transferred to a club 
delegate basis; from the membership of each club affiliated with the A.N.A. a 
delegate be appointed, each delegate to carry on the work with definite duties 
and responsibilities, some of which are: 

Fostering numismatic displays; 

Speaking to interested groups about our hobby; 

Acting as a public-relations man for the A.N.A.; 

Receiving applications for membership; 

Promoting desirable publicity for the A.N.A.; 

Organize a local speakers bureau; 

In general, representing the A.N.A. 

That the club delegates be one-year appointments and under the super- 
vision of the Second Vice President. That a bulletin be published monthly and 
sent to each representative, the bulletin to carry news, suggestions, and ideas 
for club and A.N.A. improvements and activities of the delegates — a regular 
A.N.A. sales medium. 

It was pointed out in the discussion that for States or Districts in which 
there are no affiliated clubs, and for our overseas affiliates, the present District 
Secretary plan will be continued. The appointments are to be made by the 
President, in consultation with the Second Vice President, and the affiliated 
clubs will be invited to submit names of their own members particularly quali- 
fied for such appointment. The monthly bulletin, issued in accordance with 
this resolution to be mimeographed. 

It was moved and carried (unanimously) that Resolution 13 be adopted. 

As this resolution will require a slight change in the wording of sections in 
the By-Laws which refer to District Secretaries, the action by the membership 
on the resolution is considered by the Committee on By-Laws to be approval 
for such changes. At a subsequent meeting of the Board of Governors there 
was unanimous approval for the change, so that the matter has been referred 
to the By-Laws Committee for actual change, in accordance with Article 5, 
Section 8, which prescribes the procedure for amendment. 

14. Inasmuch as in just three short years we will have an opportunity to cele- 
brate the event of the first American coinage. In 1652 the first American 
coinage was the now-famous Pine Tree Shilling. In 1952 we should celebrate 
the tricentenary of that coin. Therefore, 

Be it resolved: That the American Numismatic Association promote and 
work toward an issue to commemorate the Pine Tree Shilling. That we request 
Congress to issue a commemorative quarter (the shilling’s worth was approxi- 
mately a quarter) and inasmuch as there has been only one commemorative 
quarter (Isabella) issued by the United States mint, a commemorative 25-cent 
piece of the Pine Tree Shilling of 1652 would be in order. 

Your Committee on Resolutions recommends that a Committee be ap- 
pointed by the A.N.A. officers to formulate a detailed program for furthering 
the interest in pressing Congress for the striking of this Commemorative 
Quarter. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution 14 be adopted. 

15. Whereas, the local committee and many other A.N.A. members have 
worked diligently to make this highly successful and interesting convention, 
and 

Whereas our energetic and efficient President Loyd B. Gettys, has given 
much of his own time and his own money in the furtherance of Association 
pursuits. 

Be it therefore resolved: 

That we extend to all of these mentioned, our very hearty thanks for all 
efforts expended to make this last fiscal year successful. 

It was moved and carried (unanimously) that Resolution 15 be adopted. 
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Thus concludes the report of the Resolutions Committee.

HEATH LITERARY AWARDS 

It was moved by Mr. Pittman and seconded by Mr. Sheldon that the 
Association’s annual Numismatist Literary Awards be changed in title and 
called the Heath Literary Awards. In the discussion George Bauer explained 
at some length, for the special benefit of our newer members, that Dr. George 
F Heath was the founder of the Association and that such an honor to his 
memory would be especially appropriate. Mr. Bauer related many facts and 
incidents on the early history of the Association. Mr. Bauer is particularly 
qualified to speak on the early history of the Association as he has been a 
member almost from its beginning, has attended 35 annual conventions, h^ 
known personally nearly all of its officers, and has been active in its affairs 
for more than fifty years. 

There was, of course, no objection to the motion and it carried unanimously. 

EDWARD T. NEWELL VISUAL EDUCATION COMMITTEE 

Vice President Sheldon proposed that the committee whose duty it is to 
manufacture the illustration slides and prepare the accompanying lectures 
and to supervise the distribution of these slides to clubs ^ 

be changed in name. This committee had been created in 1941 at the PMa- 
delphia convention and called “The Edward T. Newell Extension of Numis- 
matic Knowledge Committee.” The name was appropriate but too long tor 
practical use. On the reconimendation of Mr. Sheldon, it was 
carried that the name be changed to the Edward T. Newell Visual Education 
Committee. 

PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION 

President Gettys referred to Resolution 7, and invited Dr. John H. Wild 
to exhibit a map that he had prepared. The discussion follows: 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: You heard the resolution about dividing 
up the territory and districts. Would you want to show your map a 
little bit, Dr. Wild, or have it ready and let them come up and look it 
over after awhile. Dr. Wild has a map of proposed geographical districts 
that he’d like very much to show to you. 

DR WILD: It will only take just a minute to hang it up here. The 
resolution is not of my making. The resolution was f o^^ed J 
cussions with a great number of members of several clubs for the pu 
p^sr^f insuring more representation of the Board of Governors. As 
an illustration, the south. It is almost impossible for the south ever to 
have anybody on the Board. I think as far back as I can remember the 
south had one man on the Board. 

On this map you will find west of the Mississippi we have 2601 
members. On that basis that would give those west of the Mississippi 
three representatives. California would have one of them own. The 
middle northern states of Minnesota, Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, Ulmois, 
have a membership of 1749. That would give them two representatives. 
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The other states of New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, all of New 
England, Delaware was added, as weU as the District of Columbia, 
have a total of 5272. That would give them three. The south has almost 
1900. That would give them one. 

^Then on your ballot the various areas would be apportioned, 
you’d be told the two from this area, as many names as you wish from 
each area. You would assure that the centralization would not be in 
New York or Pennsylvania, California, or anywhere else, and I think 
that is a movement in the proper direction. Thank you.

M. VERNON SHELDON, Chicago, Illinois 

Newly-elected President of the American Numismatic Association 
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At the convention in San Francisco, M. Vernon Sheldon of Chi- 
cago, 111., was elected the 27th President of the Association, succeeding 
Loyd B. Gettys of Davenport, Iowa. 

Mr. Sheldon was born in Escanaba, Michigan, on October 20, 1901. 
He attended Montcolm Grammar School and Barry County High School. 
He studied engineering at the Universities of Michigan and Utah, fol- 
lowed by work at Armour Institute in Chicago and the University of 
Chicago. He began his engineering career in the mining districts of 
Utah, and then served as a supervisor for over 20 years in the Teletype 
Corporation in Chicago. He left this position to establish his own busi- 
ness, known as the Gagefix Manufacturing Company. 

Mr. Sheldon began collecting coins about 1924 and has specialized 
in United States coins, and ancient Greek and Roman coins. He has 
written numerous papers on these fields. In recent years he has devel- 
oped a special technique for the manufacturing of plastic slides of 
coins and has directed the production of several thousand of these slides. 
Mr. Sheldon is a life member of the A.N.A. He was the General Secre- 
tary from 1938 to 1944, a member of the Board of Governors from 1944 
to 1947, First Vice President from 1947 to 1949. He was married to 
Marcella Beck of Waterloo, Iowa, in 1946, a few days after the Daven- 
port convention. They reside at 451 Wrightwood Avenue, Chicago, 111.

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A ROMAN HOLIDAY 

By COL PHARES O. SIGLER, A.N.A. 9346 

Ancient coins may provide as much enjoyment to the casual col- 
lector as to the specialist if they are used to illustrate a particular phase 
of the social or economic history of their times and if a reasonable 
amount of research is devoted to the task. We all know that one could 
spend an entire lifetime studying these coins and merely scratch the sur- 
face, but this should not deter us from entirely neglecting this series. 

Just why do so many different animals appear on Roman coins? It 
is true that some were portrayed because of their religious significance, 
certain ones being associated with various Roman gods. The pieces illus- 
trated bring to mind the great love which the Romans had for the circus, 
the extravagance of which has given rise to our expression “a Roman 
holiday.” By briefly examining the history of animals on Roman coins and 
by considering the various uses made of these wild beasts by their cap- 
tors we can better visualize the reasons for their popularity with the 
Romans. If more attention appears to be devoted to this latter phase 
than to the coins themselves, my justification is that a complete study of 
any people is imperative to properly understand their numismatics and 
the lack of a fuller knowledge compels me to so limit the inquiry as to 
avoid, if possible, the pitfalls of a novice. 

The circus provided the Romans with the excitement which their 
active lives required and with the bloodshed which seemed vital to their 
existence. Doubtless many of the animals appearing on their coins reflect 
the high esteem in which they were held due to their prowess in the 
arena. Some, no doubt, were to commemorate the first public exhibition 
of a strange animal which had previously been unknown to them. We 
find, for example, that elephants appeared on Roman coins after they 
were first introduced into Italy in 275 BC. Their enormous size, strength 
and longevity made them very popular and they soon became a symbol 
of eternity. Hippopotamus were frequently exhibited after they were 
first introduced by Scaurus in 58 BC. The majestic appearance of the 
lion also resulted in their appearance on many coins. 

At the circus the chariot races and gladiatorial contests competed 
with exhibitions of strange animals and combats between various specie, 
and between animals and gladiators. It was further enlivened with con- 
tests between the animals and well-trained native hunters who employed 
all of their skill in slaying the animals before the admiring audience. 
These exhibitions and contests were held in the Circus and Amphithe- 
aters which were scattered all over the Roman Empire. The Colosseum 
at Rome was the largest of its type, having an arena of 281 feet by 127 
feet, and a capacity of about 50,000 spectators. In the typical amphi- 
theater the arena was raised above a structure containing cells for the 
wild beasts and a high wall surrounded the arena separating it from the 
seated audience. The lower seats were reserved for persons of rank and 
boxes were provided for the sponsors of the games and their friends. 

The entire floors of some of the arenas were at times covered with 
water to create an artificial lake upon which sham naval battles were 
fought by slaves. In such an exhibition on Lake Lucinus in 52 AD, 100 
warships manned by 19,000 men engaged in a gigantic battle resulting in 
much bloodshed and many drownings.

The circus was the only public spectacle at which men and women 
were not separated, and if this was not sufficient to insure its popularity, 
no admission charge was made of the spectators, the entire expenses of 
the games being borne by politically ambitious office seekers, statesmen 
who desired to retain their popularity at any cost, or by the State. The 
simplest and most humane event in the amphitheater consisted of exhibi- 
tions of exotic animals gathered from all over the Roman Empire by 
soldiers who seldom had an opportunity to enjoy the result of their dan- 
gerous labors in trapping these cunning jungle beasts. Among the ani- 
mals appearing in the arena which are mentioned by historians are 
elephants, lions, tigers, crocodiles, lynxes, hippopotamus, rhinoceroses, 
apes, panthers, bears, boars, wolves, giraffes, ostriches, stags, leopards, 
antelopes, gozelles, and many different specie of rare birds. Newly 
acquired animals frequently were the center of attention in the parade, 
or Pompa, which preceded the circus. 

In addition to being exhibited, the animals were frequently trained 
and we find that ‘'apes were taught to ride dogs, drive chariots, or act 
in plays; * * * elephants danced to cymbals struck by other elephants, 
or they walked a rope, or sat down to tables * * * . Animals might be 
merely paraded in bright and humorous costumes; usually, however, 
they were made to fight one another, or with men, or they were hunted 
to death with arrows and javelins.”^ 

Venatio, the baiting of wild animals whether pitted against man or 
against each other, is said to have started in 186 B.C. when M. Fulvius 
exhibited lions and tigers in the arena. Later, lions became very popular 
and one was trained to gently play with hares, taking the tiny animals 
in his mouth and doing other tricks with them without any harm unless, 
of course, they died of fright. To add to the brutality of the various 
contests, the spectators who were fortunate enough to catch small tab- 
lets, called tesserae, which were tossed to the crowd, were entitled to 
enter the arena and slay deer, hare, sheep, boars, oxen, and birds, the 
carcasses of which they were permitted to carry away for their own 
use. Sometimes the animals and birds were turned into an arena which 
had trees and plants temporarily planted to resemble their native habitat 
and then at a sign given by the Emperor, or other high ranking official, 
the holders of the tesserae started to hunt down and kill the animals to 
replenish their larders. 

The combats between animals were greatly varied. Elephants fought 
bulls, rhinoceroses were matched with bears, lions and tigers, and deers 
and other animals were brought to bay and killed by trained dogs. The 
skilled hunters, called Bestiarii, were especially schooled to appear in the 
arena. Some were condemned criminals, some slaves, and others hired 
themselves out for fixed fees. We shall see later that even the nobility 
sometimes took part in the contests. The safety of a hunter who failed 
to kill a charging animal with the first shot lay in his ability to nimbly 
turn or leap to elude the fierce charge of the beast, which was frequently 
made even more ferocious by being half-starved, lashed with whips, 
stung by darts, or burned by hot plates of iron fastened to them. Some 
hunters killed as many as twenty animals in a single event, but many of 
them left the arena in a much worse physical state than they entered it.

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We learn from Ranking- that “at the opening of his theatre, Pompey 
exhibited a variety of games and battles with wild beasts in which 500 
lions were slain in five days. Eighteen elephants fought with one an- 
other, then with gladiators, and lastly, Getulian archers, who were 
hunters of wild elephants. Some [of the elephants] were killed, when 
the survivors grew mad and made terrible and furious efforts to break 
the iron grating which separated them from the spectators. * * * This 
♦ ♦ * was the cause of Caesar’s invention of the amphitheater, which 
was more convenient than the circus, and not exposed to such dangers.” 
On Hauxiian’s birthday, a thousand wild beasts were slain; 5,000 were 
slaughtered at the dedication of the amphitheater of Titus, and 11,000 
are reported to have been killed to celebrate Trojan’s Dacean victories. 

Roman rulers apparently had excellent press agents. It is said that 
Commodus “was so perfect a bowman that with a hundred arrows he 
killed a hundred tigers^ in one exhibition. He would let a panther leap 
upon some condemned criminal and then slay the animal with one arrow, 
leaving the man unhurt, to die again. ’’^ As though this was not enough 
to properly impress his subjects, he fought a hippopotamus, an elephant 
and a tiger before breakfast. Domitian exhibited his skill, if not his brav- 
ery, by killing a hundred wild beasts from his seat at a circus and it is 
claimed that he could shoot two arrows in quick succession into the head 
of an animal in such a manner that the arrows resembled a pair of horns. 
This should be a real challenge to Ripley. 

Even after making ample allowance for exaggeration, the number 
of animals slaughtered at the games was so large that the supply of wild 
game in countries bordering the Mediterranean was greatly diminished 
for many years, and some species became extinct. Yet, as a lasting 
reward for their suffering and death, some of the animals shared the 
spotlight usually reserved for important personages by having their 
images permanently portrayed on the coinage of their tormentors.

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THE ATTRACTIONS OF NUMISMATICS 

By DAVID M. BULLOWA, Philadelphia, Pa. 

(A paper read before the Philadelphia Coin Club, June 21, 1949.) 

This evening I shall try to explain in some measure what the 
attractions of numismatics are and why the study of this subject is 
more than the perfunctory performance of buying for one price and 
selling for another. There is in my mind no doubt whatsoever that 
numismatics as a professional full-time occupation requires that the 
knowledge and training brought to the subject be constantly exercised. 

The main facets by which this attitude of mine may be discerned 
falls into three main groups: 

1. Analysis of coins and deduction of origin. 

2. Examination for discovery of new factors, not previously recorded. 

3. Competent experience to disqualify fraudulent and deceptive pieces. 

I have brought with me this evening examples which will explain 
the reason for each of these three governing factors. 



The first piece is a copper specimen bearing upon the obverse the 
kangaroo of Australia with the word: Melbourne above and the inscrip- 
tion below with the date 1851. The reverse has a seated Liberty figure 
with the words above: United States. This specimen has the reverse die 
from which a number of Washington pieces were coined, including the 
draped bust and military bust Washington cents of 1783. This specimen 
is definite proof that the coinage of these pieces, as well as the dies, were 
manufactured in England. In itself a muling of dies for the American 
and Australian coinages is unusual, and although it is listed in Andrews, 
the standard work on Australian tokens, it is noted as a very scarce 
item. That the dies were saved for a period of more than 50 years is in 
itself extraordinary. 

The second specimen to which I wish to draw particular attention 
is a pair of 1837 half eagles. I have made considerable research in a 
large number of publications covering gold coins; I have looked through 
a great many catalogs in which such specimens were sold in the past 
fifty years; and I am unable to find any mention of the two varieties of 
the 1837 half eagle which I now have before you. One of them is an 
unpublished variety, and there is apparently no record of its issue. The 
difference in the two specimens is in the reverse. In the left talon the 
eagle holds an olive branch with six leaves and there is one berry on the 
left. The arrows in the right talon are blunt and point straight. Upon 
the other specimen there is no berry and the arrow heads are pointed 
and extend differently. This is an example which will indicate what can 
be found in American coinage by close observation.

The third section to which I wish to draw attention this evening 
is that of coins of spurious nature. In the last few years there has been 
an increased frequency in appearance of some of the American rarities. 
These specimens are to be divided into a number of groups ; electrotypes, 
alterations, and complete fabrications. The 1856 cent which I have is a 
good example of an alteration. I also have one of the 1815 cent which 
has been skillfully altered from one of the same coins of that type. We 
must remember that it is only recently that catalogs and publications 
have been made popularly available, and that in 1850, for example, a 
collector who was shown an 1815 cent had no way of verifying that the 
specimen was not authentic unless he had actual mint reports and other 
data. This too would not have been conclusive since mint reports often 
fail to show coins which do exist and report coinages of which no speci- 
mens are known. This discrepancy occurs through the confusion of fiscal 
years used by the mint and calendar years which appear upon the coins. 

In regard to electrotypes, I am showing a number of specimens 
including a 1793 of unusually choice manufacture and which would fool 
any but the most suspicious. The danger in coins like this lies in the fact 
that the average collector has no way of telling whether the coin is genu- 
ine or not and is bound to rely upon the dealer’s judgment and integrity. 
This same condition prevails in the grading of coins, and very often a 
coin will make its appearance with the comment “formerly classified as 
uncirculated or proof’’ as the case may be and then be graded one degree 
lower. While it is true that all dealers will not agree on classification, 
it is hoped that all dealers can discern fraudulent specimens when 
offered to them irrespective of any pedigree which may be attached to 
them and that they are able to prove without possible reservation of 
any sort when a specimen does not meet every qualification of being 
strictly genuine. 

I have also on exhibit a number of pieces which are obviously not 
genuine by their very nature, and an examination of these pieces should 
indicate from their style and workmanship alone that they are not the 
authentic article. 
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The ability to distinguish various specimens of questionable quality 
from authentic specimens is based very largely upon experience and 
actual handling of coins. It is not an ability which can be acquired from 
booklearning or from any phase of numismatics other than practical 
experience. 

The degree to which a dealer is able to exercise this faculty and 
avoid the possibility of being victimized himself or unsuspectingly a 
purchaser with some doubtful or spurious specimen is actually the 
measure of his ability. 

A great many of the specimens which I show this evening were 
manufactured by J. A. Bolen who was a diecutter in Massachusetts in 
the 1860s. In the 1880s there was published a brief check-list of his 
output giving indications of the number of specimens which he released. 
Most of the Colonial pieces which I show were produced by him and 
about forty pieces were made. Dr. F. S. Edwards of New York was 
responsible for the 1796 half cent and according to Froussard’s work on 
half cents only twelve of these copies were made, following which the 
dies were destroyed. The large cents of 1793 are known as the Smith 
counterfeits and are unusually fine examples of his workmanship. The 
1823 coin which I show is a most skillful alteration from a virtually 
uncirculated gem of 1828. Of all the coins shown here the only genuine 
specimens are the two gold half eagles and the Australian-American 
mule. The other specimens are either restrikes, electrotypes, alterations, 
or other efforts to deceive and appear to be other than what the item 
actually is. None of these items is kept in my store in order to avoid 
possibility of confusion with genuine specimens, and when needed for 
comparison must be specially sought. Specimens such as these are not 
for sale and are not loaned out at any time for any purpose. 

In closing, I might state that the sale of spurious or fraudulent pieces 
whether for study purposes, research, or other noble pursuit is not to be 
considered and such specimens should be withdrawn from the trade so as 
never to come upon the market again. There are always sufficient pieces 
being manufactured by those so inclined to supply the market and the 
old specimens should be destroyed permanently.

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A PHILIPPINE-JAPANESE OVERSTRUCK COIN

Bataan and Corregidor had fallen and General Homma wanted a 
medal to commemorate that glorious event and incidentally, the infamous 
Death March. It would not do to give mere copper medals to his brave, 
victorious officers. They must be silver medals. 

But where was the silver? Fearing that they would be confined in 
hospitable Fort Santiago, no Manila engraver would acknowledge that he 
had any of the silver which may have been hoarded before the Japs had 
confiscated all that could be looted. 

So General Homma went to the Crispulo Zamora engraving shop 
and asked the manager whether he could make a die. 

Sure. 

Can you strike a copper medal? 

Sure. 

Can you strike a silver medal? 

No can do. No silver! 

So General Homma ordered the engraving of a die. When it was 
finished, he came to the shop with a canvas bag filled to the brim with 
silver pesos and accompanied by three groups of military guards; one 
of which he placed at the front entrance of the shop and one at the rear 
entrance while the third ringed itself around the minting press. 

Peso after peso was placed under the new die and peso after peso 
passed out of the press not a peso any more but a shining silver Homma 
Medal ready to be ceremoniously presented to the heroic planners of the 
historic Death March. 

It is true that the design and the legends were strong and bold but 
not strong enough to entirely obliterate the words: United States of 
America on the obverse and Filipinos on the reverse. It was a medal 
that was still a Philippine peso coined for the Philippine Government and 
which could still be redeemed at the Philippine Treasury after the war if 
the holder would be foolish enough to want to cash it. 



The obverse of the medal shows a legend of Japanese characters 
under which stands a Japanese soldier gazing across Manila Bay to 
Corregidor and Bataan. 
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The reverse shows two palm trees through which shines the South- 
ern Cross. In the field, a legend in Japanese, chicken scratches itself in 
the tropical mists but not strong enough to obliterate the letters ED 
STATES O RICA. 

Yes, Elmer, it is still a peso. 

Is it rare? 

Why shouldn’t it be rare if practically all of the recipients of the 
award are now quietly resting in hillside caves from Manila to Aparri?

Prefers Foil Impressions to Paper 
Dear Sir: 

There are many times that we 
numismatists wish for a simple and 
effective method of letting a fellow 
collector, who may live at quite a 
distance, know exactly what some 
certain coin looks like. I have always 
regarded the old method of making 
a “rubbing” as rather messy and 
none too accurate in truly reproduc- 
ing details. 

The method I am now using seems 
far better, as per the enclosed impres- 
sion. The coin is simply placed inside 
a folded piece of aluminum “kitchen- 
foil.” Then a pad of several thick- 
nesses of “Kleenex” is placed on the 
outsides of the sandwich, and the 
whole assembly is squeezed firmly in 
a small machinists vise. Possibly a 
disadvantage might be the fragility 
of the “pressing,” but it isn’t too 
important. Rather than the vise, the 
same results might possibly be 
obtained with the use of a rather 
large sized “dime-store” C-clamp, 
with a metal disc on the outside of 
the “Kleenex” to distribute the 
pressure. 

Incidentally, the coin I used for 
my “sample,” the Indian 1909-S, has 
a rather interesting story. I found 
my Lincoln 1909-S, V.D.B. from cir- 
culation, as many others have done. 
The 1909-S Indian being of somewhat 
shorter mintage, and the Indians 
themselves not circulating as freely 
as the Lincolns, I had just about 
resigned myself to enduring an empty 
space in my album. Then a friend 
in a drugstore, knowing I collected 
them, sent me five Indian-heads. I 
saw that one was a 1909, and merely 
from force of habit, more than any- 
thing else, I looked on the reverse. 
And there, shining up at me, was 
that highly unexpected “S”. And the 
condition, “very fine” to “extremely 
fine.” Maybe I’m just plain lucky.

Recut Dates Not Always Unusual 
To the Editor: 

Your August issue carried an article 
by John J. Ford, Jr., in which he 
referred to the 1846 over 44 Silver 
Dollar. There seems to be no ques- 
tion about the fact that this item is 
a rarity. Mr. Ford’s analysis of the 
6 over 4 is entirely correct. 

As for the 1846 re-engraved date, 
the specimen catalogued by me as 
very fine in the “World’s Greatest 
Collection” (lot number 137) was 
estimated at $20 and sold for $20 
(not $25). The 6 over 4 was lot 135 
and sold for $195. Lot 136 was an 
1846 perfect date in proof condition 
and brought $85. Be assured the 
re-engraved date was not a proof. 

I do not consider recut dates in the 
Silver Dollars of the 1840 vintage to 
be rare coins. For that matter the 
1840’s offer recut dates in almost 
every silver series and only confuse 
the collector. 

Of course, if each date, or a 
majority of the dates, had such “die- 
varieties” that might justify the list- 
ing of each stage of the die. As it 
is, it definitely seems out of place in 
Standard Listings.

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standard Classification Outlined 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

Sometime ago I wrote you concern- 
ing classification and cataloguing of 
coins. Perhaps you will recall that 
you published the letter in The Nu- 
mismatist. 

Since that time I have thought a 
lot about this subject and have strug- 
gled (rather ineffectively) to create 
some sort of a catalogue of my own. 

I am satisfied that if numismatics 
is to be anything more than a semi- 
scientific hit and miss matter there 
must be some sort of a complete ref- 
erence catalogue or encyclopedia. The 
question is how can such a catalogue 
be prepared. We must assume that if 
it were financially profitable to pub- 
lish a coin catalogue or encyclopedia 
it would have been done. The fact 
that it has not been done to date 
would indicate that there is little like- 
lihood that it will be done under pri- 
vate auspices. Martin Kortjohn tells 
me that our Association considered 
bringing out such a catalogue but 
dropped the idea when it found that 
it would cost $40,()()0-$50,0()0 to do so. 
So there is where the matter stands 
to date as far as I know. 

To develop a complete and accurate 
coin catalogue or encyclopedia will 
of necessity be a matter of consider- 
able time in any event. I have exam- 
ined many texts on coins and there 
seems to be a great variation in their 
apparent completeness and exactness. 
It is commonplace to see a coin 
listed in a sale with a notation “not 
in 

There are many texts on coins, 
none prepared with any relation to 
the others. There are many articles 
published on coins in The Numis- 
matist and other magazines all with 
little or no relation to other articles. 
It is true that from time to time an 
index to The Numismatist is pub- 
lished, but it follows no fixed method 
of coin classification. We have a De- 
partment of New and Recent Issues, 
ably conducted by Ernst Kraus, but 
it follows no form of classification for 
the simple reason that there is no 
standard form to follow. 

Feeling as I do that some start 
should be made along the line indi- 
cated I suggest that this be under- 
taken by The Numismatist in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

(1) That a plan for the classifica- 
tion of coins be developed (probably 
through a committee) and made 
available for distribution. 

(2) That as far as possible texts 
covering various parts of the classi- 


fication be listed, until such parts can 
be better covered. 

(3) That the indexes of The Numis- 
matist be hereafter issued in form 
compatible with such classification. 

(4) That reports of New and Re- 
cent Issues be printed on one side of 
the page only and in a form following 
the classification. 

(5) That articles of the encyclo- 
pedia type be written to develop parts 
of the entire plan. 

(6) That recognized authorities be 
requested to write articles to develop 
parts of the entire plan. 

If this is done methodically, ulti- 
mately with reprints of material 
made available we will end up with 
an excellent catalogue or encyclo- 
pedia and we will have a standard 
classification to which coins could be 
referred. Errors creep into all cata- 
logue and encyclopediac material. As 
errors in texts and articles are discov- 
ered attention could be called to them 
and corrections made. As new issues 
and new issuing authorities arise pro- 
vision for them in the classification 
could easily be made. 

To test the soundness of my ap- 
proach I have mentally set up a 
classification of Chinese coins (in 
which I am interested). It is very 
simple and if such a classification 
were set up the confusion which 
exists as to such coins would disap- 
pear. 

It is easy enough to tell somebody 
else to do something. That is not my 
idea. I’d be glad to help do it. 

If you think warranted I would be 
pleased to help as far as I can which 
would be mainly in the Chinese end 
of it.

I presume this subject has been 
brought up innumerable times but as 
a comparatively recent collector of 
United States coins it has occurred to 
me that our coins should all have the 
head of the President during the 
years of his administration. 

I think this would certainly be an 
incentive in creating additional coin 
collectors as well as a subject of very 
great interest to the collectors of a 
hundred years hence.

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Information Not Forthcoming 
Dear Sir: 

In the July issue of The Numis- 
matist you were kind enough to print 
a letter of mine inquiring as to the 
reason for the incus^ letter “E” on 
the Quarters of 1815. While I re- 
ceived many letters from other col- 
lectors hoping along with me that 
someone would know the answer and 
write a letter to The Numismatist 
clearing it up, it seems that no one 
did. I do not doubt that had I asked 
for the current quotation on a 1909-S 
VDB cent or what type of motor car 
used by certain foreign rulers, I 
would have been deluged by replies. 
But it seems that anything that has 
to do with United States coins goes 
unanswered. I read lengthy learned 
articles about the facts that some- 
times during coining operations, the 
dies crack and other dies must be 
prepared which means that no two 
men ever doing a thing the same. 
Numismatic knowledge is enriched by 
that fact that while one coin has a 
hair tickling the left ear of Liberty, 
a subsequent coin ignores her ears 
completely. I should realize of course, 
that such things are of such serious 
mien that books are written on the 
subject. They really enhance the 
Science of Numismatics. 

In my letter to you there was part 
of it that you blue penciled. In your 
letter you stated that “Adam Eck- 
feldt was very much aware that it 
was against U. S. coinage laws to 
mutilate coins and return them to 
circulation.” That was your answer 
to a conjecture I made that the coins 
were evidently issued with an “E” 
for his initial, to verify their legality. 

I agree that Mr. Eckfeldt was aware 
of the coinage laws, but I don’t think 
he paid too much attention to them. 

I am also of the opinion that a cer- 
tain other Mint Director was aware 
of coinage laws sometime during the 
year 1843 when a certain dollar 
changed hands. Not being one of the 
great minds in numismatics I don’t 
hesitate to state that in my opinion 
that coin was and still is one of the 
biggest fakes existent. My reason for 
rnentioning this is to back up my be- 
lief that coiners and others connected 
with the Mints in the early years, 
had no hesitation in doing things 
contrary to the laws. 

Since I have had so many inquiries 
from other collectors no less inter- 
ested than I in trying to find out 
something that I feel will add to 
numismatic knowledge, I would like 


to ask you to reprint my letter or this 
one and thus bring forth someone 
sufficiently versed in numismatic lore, 
to refute my statements and let us 
have the factual knowledge that will 
clear up the mystery.

Do U. S. Coins Have Unlimited Legal 
Tender? 

Among the numerous items of fi- 
nancial legislation passed in 1933 to 
weaken the depression, the so-called 
Legal-Tender Act of June 5, 1933, 
seems to have received but scant at- 
tention due to the multitude of mo- 
mentous fiscal enactments of that 
period. This bill seems to have abol- 
ished all distinctions which had previ- 
ously existed in the legal-tender 
power of the various elements of our 
currency. Numismatists have gen- 
erally believed that all U. S. coins 
excepting trade dollars and gold are 
a legal tender, at least for a small 
amount, including even the early 
issues of the mint in the eighteenth 
century. The Legal-Tender Act of 
1933 was actually an amendment by 
joint resolution of Congress to the 
“Inflation Bill” of May 12, 1933, 

the exact title of which was the 
Thomas Amendment to the Agricul- 
tural Relief Act. The Legal-Tender 
Act granted the following general 
power: 

All coin^ and currencies of the 
United States (including Federal 
Reserve notes and circulating notes 
of Federal Reserve Banks and na- 
tional banking associations) hereto- 
fore or hereafter coined or issued, 
shall be legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, public charges, 
taxes, duties and dues except that 
gold coins, when below the standard 
weight and limit of tolerance pro- 
vided by law for the single piece, 
shall be legal tender only at valu- 
ation in proportion to their actual 
weight. 

Perhaps someone will try paying 
his income tax in worn copper cents!

There was an excellent response to 
the announcement that a weekly col- 
umn on coins is available to news- 
papers. Some 20 members wrote for 
sample columns and information 
about this free service to newspapers. 
Due to commitments, no new Iowa, 
Wisconsin or Indiana clients can be 
added. Some 75 papers with a total 
circulation of well over 3,000,000 now 
use the column. Other A.N.A. mem- 
bers desiring to try to interest ed- 
itors in using the column should 
write the librarian of A.N.A., author 
of the column. 

One of the biggest problems of the 
librarian seems to be disappearing — 
that of overdue books. There were 
only three notices sent out for July, 
first month of the new fiscal year, 
and one at the end of August. Bor- 
rowers now are permitted to retain 
books slightly longer than before, but 
fewer extensions are being granted. 

Due to a post office ruling, bound 
Numismatists now must be sent at 
the parcel post rate rather than the 
book rate, due to the advertising. 
Unless borrowers are going through 
the entire set — and several are 
right now — it may be better for 
readers to get individual copies. We 
have most of The Numismatists un- 
bound, except for the early 1900s. In- 
cidentally, we’d welcome donations of 
these early years — or will swap later 
ones for them, offering good trades. 

In July, there were 62 loans and 
131 books were lent, while in August, 
loans totaled 75, and books 132. 
Twenty-two of the loans were to 
members in New York state, 22 to 
Pennsylvania and 15 to California. 

Another reprint from The Numis- 
matist is available at 40c. It is 
“George Washington Medals of 1889,” 
by Susan H. Douglas, Caldwell, N. J. 
The article contains 32 pages, is illus- 
trated and was serialized in The Nu- 
mismatist, May through July of 1949.

Among donations of the new fiscal 
year were “Ancient Coins Associated 
with Christianity,” by Charles Tuck- 
wood; miscellaneous copies of The 
Numismatist, Numismatic Scrapbook 
and Coin Collectors Journal, by Capt. 
V. Hernadez; copies of the 1948 Royal 
Canadian Mint report and “Mc- 
Ready’s Paper Money Record (Can- 
ada),” donated by Captain Sheldon 
S. Carroll; several miscellaneous 
copies of American Journal of Numis- 
matics, Coin Collectors Journal and 
The Numismatist, by R. H. William- 
son. 

A.N.A. members keep informed on 
numismatic works in the offing. From 
California came an order for a work 
on patterns by Dr. J. Hewitt Judd — 
but the publication has not yet been 
turned over to the publisher, so far as 
we can determine. Orders were on 
file for a new work on large cents 
before it was listed as available. Inci- 
dentally, we still have received no 
copy of this work. 

The October, 1939 Numismatist 
contained articles on a pattern $5 
gold piece. New Zealand centennial 
medal, Yugoslavia new issues, meth- 
ods and advantages of collecting, 
notes on so-called Roman family 
coins, colonial and continental shin- 
plasters and “Numismatics of the 
Small American Cent,” by Wesley R. 
Hauptman. The latter, incidentally, 
is bound separately and is constantly 
in demand among library users.

They were 
soon driven by the Turks to the Island 
of Cyprus, then to Rhodes, and finally 
to Malta where they remained as a 
governing order until 1799 when sov- 
ereignty was surrendered to Napoleon 
Bonaparte. 

These masters of chivalry, part re- 
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ligious and part military, began to coin 
money at Rhodes in 1307 and continued 
their coinage until 1798. These coins, in 
copper, silver, and gold, show a strong 
religious influence in their design. Many 
bore the Maltese Cross, which was em- 
blematic of this order of knights who 
came from all parts of Europe. 

The speaker displayed eleven coins of 
Malta and detailed their history. It 
was pointed out by him that such coins 
are not commonly available to collectors 
in America and must be obtained from 
numismatic sources in Europe.

MOEDAS PORTUGUESAS. Lisbon. 1949. 219 pp. 17 plates. Although this 
publication represents an auction sale in April of 1949 of 1400 lots it is never- 
theless the most comprehensive recent publication covering Portuguese coins 
in all series. The range of Portuguese coins parallels the coinage of France 
and Spain in many respects. Collectors interested in an extensive publication 
but of course not intended to supercede the standard work, Arago, are 
advised to endeaver to secure a copy. — David M. Bullowa 

THE “DOS MUNDOS” PILLAR DOLLARS. By Dr. Gilbert S. Perez. 
Published by the Philippine Numismatic and Antiquarian Society, Manila, P. I., 
1948. It is indeed appropriate that the initial issue of Philippine Numismatic 
Monographs should be devoted to these famous “Pieces of Eight” which have 
so long been the object of collectors' attention. And it is fitting too, that the 
story should come from the facile pen of our Dr. Perez who has handled the 
subject in a scholarly and facinating manner. 

He discusses the historical, economic, and artistic importance of this great 
coinage in a thorough fashion and brings out many interesting facts that have 
been overlooked by other writers on the subject. The monograph is concluded 
with a check list of all the known dates, mint marks, assayers mark and major 
varieties issued during the 40 years of coinage from 1732 to 1772. — S.M. 

Proceedings of the American Numismatic Society, Ninety-first Annual 
Meeting, January 15, 19Jf9. Published by the American Numismatic Society, 
Broadway at 156th Street, New York, 1949. 51 pages. Paper bound. 

Consisting of the Proceedings of the 91st Annual Meeting of the A. N. S., 
this book will be of interest to those who wish to know what has been hap- 
pening in the numismatic world during 1948. Needless to say, many of the 
most important numismatic events occur at Broadway at 156th Street. 

As usual in a book of this type, financial and committee reports are given 
but they are not to be considered as dry reading matter. It is interesting to 
note the donation of several fine collections to the Society and the description 
of these gifts and purchases. There is also a list of recent foreign coins as 
well as noteworthy comments on paper money and medals. 

While this probably won’t prove to be a book of lasting value to non- 
members, one can undoubtedly find considerable material of contemporary 
value in it. - ARLIE SLABAUGH 
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The Eleazar Coins of the Bar Kochba Rebellion, by Dr. Leo Mildenberg. 
Reprinted from Historia Judaica (Vol. XI, No. 1, April, 1949), 415 West 115 St., 
New York 25, N. Y. 32 pages. Two plates. Paper bound. 

The controversial subject of this reprint is the coins minted during the 
last rebellion of the Jews against the Romans (132-135 A. D.). It was this 
rebellion which completed the scattering of the Jews begun by Vespasian, never 
again to be united as a nation until the present day. 

The coinage of this rebellion has always been obscure and while Dr. 
Mildenberg has given us a scholarly treatise in advance of anything else yet 
written on the subject, the fact remains that the Eleazar coins are still obscure. 
Although the author has offered logical solutions to a number of questions, 
he has also raised other queries so that the subject is still far from being solved. 

The Eleazar coins of the Bar Kochba Rebellion derive their name from 
Eleazar, a Jewish priest, who, with the fanatic Simon Bar-Kochba, helped 
lead the rebellion. Right here we have one example of the many arguments 
raised by this treatise: The author states that “it seems improbable that 
‘Simon’ of the coins can be identified with Bar Kochba and Bar Kochba 
regarded as the authority for the coinage.” Some collectors believe that Simon 
was Bar Kochba’s first name. This, along with many similar disagreements 
on other phases of the coins leaves them far from solved. 

However, no collector interested in the Eleazar coins can ignore what Dr. 
Mildenberg has written. Although he has failed to conclusively answer several 
questions there can be no doubt that he has made a definite contribution to the 
subject. His material is divided into three parts covering the descriptions and 
types of the coins, an interpretation of the coinage and his conclusions. Of 
special interest is his explanation of the Eleazar legend which comes grouped 
in various forms; the use of several engravers; and the chronology of the 
coinage. — ARLIE SLABAUGH 


Monnaies D'or et D'argent. Third edition. Paris. ($3.00) 126 pg. 6 large 
folding plates in color. 

This publication is of considerable value, although the text is in French, 
in that it gives the values of all silver and gold coins, their weight, fineness, 
and units. This information in many cases covering foreign coins is only 
obtainable in the old, and out-of-print. Cambists, and a modern publication 
with this information is of considerable use to numismatic students. While 
not a rare coin book, it is a handbook w'hich will prove useful for information 
not easily otherwise obtainable. — D. M. BULLOWA 


A. H. Quiggin. A Survey of Primitive Money. 2 plates in color. 32 half- 
tone plates. 4 folding maps. 344 pg. London. 1949. ($10.00) 

To those interested in the use of objects such as bracelets, bangles, buttons, 
beads and commodities, which have ser\’ed primitive peoples prior to the 
advent of coinage, this book is undoubtedly the most complete and authorita- 
tive compendium available. Using Ridgeway “Origins of Metallic Currency” 
as a point from which to work back, this publication covers the continents 
and gives an incredible amount of information of the kinds of objects used in 
the various localities since pre-historic times. Although this reviewer is of 
the opinion that the term numismatics by definition excludes this entire realm 
of material from the field, it is nonetheless an important contribution to the 
subject which has always best existed to the advantage of some because of the 
lack of information upon the subject. This publication will fill a need long 
felt by those desiring an ethnic and historical approach for what may right- 
fully be termed pre-numismatic numismatics. — D. M. BULLOWA
